Tore Bandages 


Later when not watched 
Ncldcr- 


meler tore the bandages 
from

wounds and would have succeeded 
In a second attempt at suicide unless 
discovered within a few minutes. He 
was then strapped to prevent anoth- 
er attempt.

Physicians say the bandit's liver Is 


poisoned by phosphorus

match-heads and that the lining of 
the stomach Is practically destroyed. 
If for any reason he IK not hanged 
on Friday he would not survive for 
many days. 


Severe Wounds 


The wounds Indicted by the pencil 


wcru deej) enough to have caused 
death even though he had not tvwal- 
lowcd tc matches. One hole In the 
left wrist was more than an 
Inch 


lone. The most serious wound was 
just above the elbow where the flesh 
was scraped away the space of a half 
Inch wide -and an Inch and a half 
long. Saline Injecting was given to 
supply the blcod lost

wounds. The letter signed by Nied- 
ermelcr was found In the bedding <>t 
the cot. It said he wanted to be re- 
lieved from, cares and sorrows, not 
that''he cither had hopes or fears.

Mr. Foulke Declares Civil Service 


Criticism Is Unwarranted. 


Washington, April 
18.—Chairman 


Glllctt of tho house committee on civil 
service reform recently wrote to W. 
n. Foulke, former civil service com- 
missioner, calling his attention to re- 
cent congressional and oilier criticism 
of President Roosevelt "on the ground 
that he had made a larger number of 
Irregular appointments to tho clnssl- 
lied service than any of his predeces- 
sors," and In view of the fact that 
tho period covered was while Mr. 
Foulke was commissioner, asking Ills 
opinion ns to the charges. 
In reply 


Mr. Foulke under date of April 15 
wrote: 


"Tho fact Is exactly tho other way. 


There havo boon fewer appointments 
without competitive examination un- 
der President Roosevelt than under 
any other president, and there has 
been no administration since tho pass- 
age of th(> civil service act in which 
the competitive system ban advanced 
with greater rapidity and certainty. 
It has been necessnry for every presi- 
dent to permit certain positions to be 
nilcd without examination. Tbn num- 
ber has been reduced from time to 
time and tho range of the competitive 
system extended. 
This process has 


gone on faster under President Roose- 
velt than under any other president. 


"During tho last year 4,r.88 morn ap- 


pointments were mado through com- 
petitive examination than In tho pre- 
vious year and ".007 morn appoint- 
ments were made In that year than In 
tho yenr before. 
Under 
President 


Roosevelt about .10,000 positions have 
been added to the classified service." 


The letter says further that Presi- 


dent Roosevelt extender! thn number 
of competitive positions and dealt out 
justice to offenders.
